Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

1. 

(1)  WATER .  No  extensions  were  made  during  the  year  or  new 
supplies  installed.  Generally  the  quality  was  good  and 
no  shortage  experienced.  The  piped  supply  at  Clifton- 
on-Teme  was  tested  twice  Bacteriologically  and  three  times 
Chemically.  All  the  returns  were  satisfactory.  The  piped 
supply  to  part  of  Abberley  Village  was  examined  twice 
Bacteriologically  and  twice  Chemically  -  on  one  occasion 
it  showed  slight  contamination  from  vegetable  matter.  The 
piped  supply  at  Hallow  village  comes  from  Worcester  City. 
Four  samples  were  taken  from  Martley  Poor  Law  Institution 
and  tested  Chemically,  all  were  satisfactory. 

18  samples  were  taken  from  schools,  17  Public 
Elementary  and  one  Private  School.  All  tests  were 
Chemically  done,  the  results  showed  3  unsatisfactory 
tests,  Gt ,  Witley,  Little  Witley  and  Grimley  Schools. 

22  Chemical  tests  were  taken  from  private  houses, 

2  showed  contamination  and  after  cleansing  further  examin¬ 
ations  showed  bhe  water  to  be  quite  good. 


2. 
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(11)  DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE.  No  extensions  were  made  and  no 
improvements  made.  The  existing  schemes  worked  very 
satisfactory.  It  is  desirable  that  a  schemer  of  sewer¬ 
age  should  be  installed  in  the  Rushwick  and  Upper  Wick 
areas,  as  these  districts  are  rapidly  growing  suburban 
areas . 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS .  No  action  taken. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  7  conversions  were  made  from  pail 

to  water  closets  and  5  additional  water  closets  provided. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  This  is  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

(iii)  SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA ,  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
report  is  attached. 

(iv)  SHOPS  o  Most  of  the  shops  as  is  natural  in  a  rural  area, 
are  portions  of  houses  and  very  few  assistants  employed. 
All  shops  are  well  ventilated  and  have  house  facilities 
for  cleansing u 

( v )  SMOKE  ABATEMENT .  . .  NONE , 

(vi)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.  There  are  no  private  owned 

swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to  the  public  in  the  area. 

( vii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.

4.  SCHOOLS .  The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  on  the  whole 
were  satisfactory.  Only  four  out  of  the  21  schools  have  water 
closets  the  rest  being  either  cement  lined  privies  or  pail 
closets.  There  was  no  deficiency  of  water  at  the  schools  and 
I  have  previously  reported  upon  the  examinations  of  the  supplies 
under  Section  C.l.  The  wells  at  the  three  schools  Gt .  Witley, 
Little  Witley  and  Grimley  were  all  cleaned  out  and  improvement 
made  at  one  only.  Alternative  supplies  were  made  in  the  other 
two  cases.  At  one  school  the  refuse  from  the  pail  closets  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  new  and  satisfactory  arrangements 
made  . 

The  health  of  the  scholars  was  good  on  the  whole.

The  overcrowded  families  under  the  1936  Housing 
Act  the  available  accommodation  of  1327  Houses  has  been  ob¬ 
tained  and  recorded. 


Section  E . 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY.  46  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  from  graded 
sources  only  two  failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  tests  - 
one  due  to  dirty  bottles  and  the  other  due  to  insufficient 
cleansing  of  cows  before  milking.  Farms  and  Dairies  were 
systematically  inspected. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS .  There  are  six  licensed  slaughter 
houses  in  ~tKe  district  and  17  inspections  were  made. 

No  diseased  carcases  or  parts  were  found.  The  conditions 
of  the  slaughter  houses  were  good  and  satisfactory. 

(c)  ADULTERATION  etc.  Administered  by  County.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 5  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES . 

No  special  outbreak  of  disease  occurred  in  the  area.  The 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  spread  over  the  whole  area.  The 
cases  of  Diphtheria  were  all  serious  and  every  case  but  one  were 
removed  to  Hospital.  The  existing  method  by  which  removal  is 
determined  is  seriousness  of  the  complaint,  practicability  of 
isolation  at  home 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  disease  among  the  Hop-pickers  who 
came  into  the  district.  A  special  report  was  sent  to  the 
Ministry  upon  the  inspections  made  upon  quarters  and  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  Hop-pickers .

GENERAL  REMARKS , 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  were 
considerably  higher  than  in  1936,  the  number  of  cases  reported 
being  40  against  26  in  1936 0 

The  cases  comprised  26  of  scarlet  fever  and  14  of  diphtheria. 

Eleven  of  the  patients  were  removed  for  isolation,  these 
being  2  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  9  of  diphtheria. 

HOUSING. 

The  housing  conditions  in  certain  parishes  are  not  very 
satisfactory  and  there  appears  to  be  a  general  lack  of  facilities 
such  as  means  for  the  adequate  disposal  of  waste  water  and  suit¬ 
able  accommodation  for  the  storage  of  food.  These  deficiences, 
together  with  the  large  number  of  cottages  built  partially  of 
4vr"  brickwork,  with  lo w  bedroom  ceilings,  and  without  secondary 
access  or  through  ventilation,  provide  the  district  with  a  serious 
problem. 

The  Council  are  at  present  dealing  with  such  insanitary 
conditions  in  certain  parishes  by  the  provision  of  new  council 
houses,  and  the  issuing  of  notices  and  Demolition  Orders  in 
appropriate  cases. 

It  is  hoped  to  survey  and  deal  with  each  parish  in  turn  as 
soon  as  the  opportunity  becomes  available. 


OVERCROWDING . 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  1936  Housing  Act  the  available 
accommodation  in  1,327  houses  has  been  obtained  during  the  year. 
Twelve  overcrowded  families  were  relieved  involving  78  persons* 

14  fresh  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found  involving  83  persons; 
thus  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  36  overcrowded  families 
in  the  district  involving  276  persons. 

The  Council  have  now  almost  completed  their  housing  programme 
in  certain  parishes,  and  it  is  expected  to  rehouse  the  majority  of 
these  families  in  a  short  time. 

HOUSING  (RURAL  _^W0RKER_S  )_  ACT  . 

Five  houses  were  renovated  and  repaired  under  this  Act;  the 
work  involved  in  each  case  was  extensive,  new  bedroom  accommodation 
being  provided,  and  the  sanitary  equipment  made  good.  When  the 
work  was  completed,  the  dwellings  were  Inspected  and  found  to  be 
in  excellent  condition. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  more  owners  will  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  which  the  Act  provides  for  the  reno¬ 
vation  of  agricultural  workers’  cottages. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

The  number  and  type  of  new  houses  erected  in  the  district 
during  the  year  was  satisfactory,  17  such  houses  being  built,  all 
by  private  enterprize , 
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DRAINAGE  . 


No  new  sewage  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  the 
question  of  the  drainage  of  the  Rushwick  and  Upper  Wick  areas  was 
given  careful  consideration  and  the  matter  is  being  pressed  forward 
as  much  as  possible. 

A  fairly  large  number  of  obstructed  drains  were  dealt  with, 
and  the  drainage  at  34  houses  was  made  satisfactory  by  more 
effective  trapping  and  repairs. 

The  sewers  at  North  Hallow  and  Clif ton-on-Teme  were  again 
regularly  flushed  and  no  serious  trouble  occurred. 


HOP-PICKING. 

The  accommodation  provided  for  the  hop-pickers  on  the  various 
farms  was  again  inspected,  and  the  result  of  the  inspection  laid 
before  the  Council,  copies  of  this  report  being  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Counter  Medical  Officer  as  in  previous 
years . 

Efforts  were  made  to  get  the  Growers  to  pay  more  attention  to 
the  scavenging  of  the  pickers* 1  premises,  and  in  many  instances  im¬ 
provements  were  made. 

As  reported,  the  work  carried  out  for  the  improvement  of  the 
accommodation  might  be  considered  as  satisfactory,  these  improve¬ 
ments  being  principally  the  concreting  of  cook-house  floors,  better 
ventilation,  and  improved  privy  accommodation. 

Inspections  were  made  by  Dr.  Donaldson,  Ministry  of  Health 
Inspector,  of  practically  all  the  farms,  and  visits  made  by 
Members  of  the  Council  were  greatly  appreciated  by  your  Medical 
Officer  and  ourselves,  and  we  trust  that  similar  inspections  will 
be  made  each  year. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILK  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  5  further  licences  for  the  sale  of  Accredited 
Milk  were  granted  by  the  County  Authorities,  bringing  the  total 
number  to  14. 

Samples  of  milk  were  regularly  submitted  for  Bacteriological 
examination  and  quite  a  high  standard  of  purity  was  shown. 

Improvements  in  the  accommodation  on  3  farms  were  carried 
out.  in  two  instances  the  sheds  being  almost  entirely  reconstructed. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  42  samples  of  water  that  were  taken  affected  22  private 
houses,  the  Council’s  supply  to  Clif ton-on-Teme  Village,  the  Martley 
Poor  Lav;  Institution,  Abberley  Village,  17  National  Schools,  and 

1  Private  School.  Pour  of  the  supplies  at  the  private  houses^ and 
the  supplies  to  3  schools  were  unsatisfactory,  and  steps  were  im¬ 
mediately  taken  to  get  the  quality  of  the  water  improved. 

Generally  the  water  was  found  to  be  hard,  but  of  good  quality, 
and  no  shortage  of  water  was  reported.
